It has been stated that the present 


marriage law In England Is an anomaly, 
because such marriages are legal In the 
Channel Islands. . which, form a part uf 
our country. 
Canada and . Aus-

can Church Is not by law established 
either ia Canada or Australia, conse- 
quently the' Chiirch la free to take her 
own view in this matter, and such mar- 
riages, through recognized^ by the State, 
need not necessarily, be recogpized by 
tbe ChAircb.

the ship clear up out of the water and over the cliff 
into a gulley beyond.

CASHIER ARRESTED 


SA NFRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—Passengers 


arriving on the steamer China from the 
Philippines 
report that

Responsibility for Land Frauds. 


United S'ates Senator-elect Borah of Idaho, who has just been 


acquitted of the charge of being implicated in the extensive timber 
land frauds committed in that State in the interest of an Eastern 
lumber corporation for which he was attorney, makes a vicious attack 
on the admin,stration of the stone and timber act by the govern- 
ment. In a recent statement he says: 


"The government makes a man swear that he does not take it on 


Speculation, and the department construes this to mean he must not 
take it with a view of selling it. There is not a man in the Depart- 
ment of the Anterior and presumably in the Department of Justice 
bait knows ful' well that ninety-nine men or women out of a hundred 
take up these claims with no other view than selling them as soon 
ae they get title. Notwithstanding this knowledge, the government 
continues to issue final receipts, and -hus connives at the doing of 
ttat which th^y afterward seek to visit upon some one as a fraud." 


In some icspects this is misleadirg. It was the intent of Con- 


gress in the passage of each act provding for the pre-emption and 
sale of the public lands that the latte- should pass exclusively into 
the hands of l>ona fide settlers. Safeguards were erected against 
apeculation ar.d monopoly through the placing of strict limitations 
an the right <>f either pre-emption or purchase. The exceptions to 
this rule wert those made in the disposition of mineral and desert 
lands in the pMbhc domain, and these were made for obvious reasons. 


These safeguards were partially conveyed into the public land 


subsidies, granted about forty years ago to the railroads of the peripd 
in order to astist in their development and the opening up of the un- 
settled territory in the West and to provide for a military necessity. 
But even in those subsidies bona fide settlement was conspicuously 
in evidence as the purpose of Congress, for in most, if not all of the 
grants it was provided that the land conveyed to the railroad corpora- 
tions should be fold to bona fide settlers for the government price of 
$2.50 per acre. The subsidized railroads,ceased paying any respect to 
this provision aj a very early period. A system of land grading was 
soon introduced and a schedule of acreage prices were adopted to 
conform with the nature of the land as established by the land agents 
of the -various subsidized railroads. There was-no governmental in- 
terference with the system and it has proceeded unchallenged until

Some Features of Rebating. 


The revelations made during the rebate investigation now being 


conducted by Interstate Commerce Commissioner Lane are inter- 
esting in several particulars. They show that the rebate evil has 
two parties as well as two sides to it. Shippers 
strive for rates 


which give them an advantage over competitors, and only protest 
when others get rebates to their disadvantage. 
If every shipper 


would be content with a square deal and no favors there would be 
little trouble in the transportation 'world. The railroads would not 
grant reb'ates if shippers did not try to get them. But the rebate* 
system leads to all sorts of abuses from sheer personal favoritism to 
discrimination against localities and special industries. For instance, 
a stone quarry in one-locality will be compelled to shut down .because 
of discriminating rates being given another quarry two or three 
hundred miles away. Often these discriminations are not dictated 
by any business policy but by a desire to benefit some individual 
who has influence with the rate-making power. 
It is this sort of 


thing that most urgently demands remedy. The only way to correct 
abuses which result in some industries and localities being built up 
on the ruin of others is to give everybody a square deal—make ship- 
pers as well as transportation companies obey the law and quit re- 
sorting to unfair and dishonest expedients to get the better of their 


in the Congressional acts of gift. The issue thus made is a matter 
for judicial sc tlement later. 


The failure of the Government in the past to prosecute the frauds 


which began to be committed at an early stage in the history of the 
operation of fie timber land acts is no justification for the denuncia- 
tion by Sonar >r Corah or any one else of the present activity of the 
Government i i their unearthing and ir the prosecution of those who 
conspired to c efeat the land laws in o*der to concentrate large areas 
of the public domain in personal or CDrporate ownership. In these 
conspiracies, 'he officials of the United States land offices and the 
Commissioners and Secretaries of the Interior Department became 
involved, for, without their indiffererce to what was going on, if 
not their connivance and co-operation, the consummation of the 
frauds that have been committed would have been impossible. Some 
of these dishc nest off cials have been gathered into the net spread 
by the government in its pursuit of the land robbers. Senator Borah 
has endeavored to shift the responsibi'ity for the frauds on the Gov-* 
ernme^t and justify the -unlawful ac's through which the present 
holders of large areas of public lands have acquired patents. 
The 


specious argunent which he makes is ingenuous, but it fails to re- 
move the crin mal intent underlying all of these land transactions— 
the gobbling up of the public domain through dummy pre-emptions. 


The purpose of dummy representation to circumvent the intent 


of the land law* on the part of land grabbers has been well estab- 
lished for over thi'-ty years. There w:s originally some effort ma.de 
to conceal it by transporting the dum ijies to the ground to be pre- 
empted in ord:r that they might swear to its character without com- 
mitting perjury. But in subsequent years the operators grew bolder, 
as it has beer proved in recent land -rand cases that the dummies 
made affidavit to a statement of facts regarding land on which their 
•vision never rested and of which the\ \vere in total ignorance. It 
is no mitigati >n of the offense that tr e Government has been slow 
to move in these cases. The Government has been, in fact, noto- 
riously slow to move in all cases of fraud in which it was directly 
concerned. Tike, for example, the frauds committed by "the spoil- 
L«rs" in Nome where mineral lands of great value, from which mil- 
lions of dol!a:s worth of virgin gold are being extracted annually 
by persons v\ ho have ousted the legal original pre-emptors and 
through the corruption of officials anc courts have retained posses- 
lion, because only a possessory title exists in theTe mineral land 
holdings whici no one but the Government has the right to contest. 
The latter has taken no steps to right the wrongs committed there. 
i\Vhen it does wake up and challenge the rights of "the spoilers," 
in all probabi! ty the ground will have been robbed of its wealth" and 
tho&e who ha^ e taken it will be readv to relinquish possession, for 
it will not ther be worth making a fight to retain it. In the same way 
fcundreds of tr ousands of acres of timber lands in the public domain, 
dishonestly ac [uired. have been despoiled of their forest growth and 
the denuded hind has been since abandoned to its fate. If the Gov- 
ernment is ch irgeable for any participation in the land frauds com- 
mitted, it is th it of being too dilatory in defending its rights and pros- 
ecuting those who have deliberately violated the laws governing 
them. 


The elevation to grade of the ter-minal blocks to First and Oak

were, afloat on a dead whale off Cape 
Horn. However, none of us despaired as 
we were sure ,the ship would be along 
looking for us before nightfall. It was 
then only about noon.

In our 
wet clothers in that icy wind we knew 
we- wouldn't last long. One of the men 
'sugBtste'd that we cut a hole In the 
whale.

We criKA long strip 
Of the blubber like a flap and after cut- 
tiny away the fat beneath it crawled Into 
the hola and drew 'the flap down over 
us.

The seas 
were sweeping the caroa-ss of the whale 
which was rolling and pitching like a 
submarine, boat. All we feared was that 
it would turn turtle. The flap kept out 
the water swept what trickled In through 
the airholes.
